This application is a 371 of PCT/JP03/12807, filed on October 6, 2003.

Claims 2, 4-15, 17, 18 & 20-45 are currently pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 43 & 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 43 recites the limitation "the reproducing program as set forth in claim 34", and 
claim 45 recites the limitation "the producing program as set forth in claim 36". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claims. 



5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 23, 42 & 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 23, 42 & 44 are drawn to a "program" se 9 as recited in the preamble and as 
such is non-statutory subject matter. See MPEP § 2106.01. Data structures not claimed as 
embodied in tangible computer readable media are descriptive material per se and are not 
statutory because they are not capable of causing functional change in the computer. See, e.g., 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
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Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 1760 (claim to a data structure per se held 
nonstatutory). Such claimed data structures do not define any structural and functional 
interrelationships between the data structure and other claimed aspects of the invention, which 
permit the data structure's functionality to be realized. In contrast, a claimed tangible computer 
readable medium encoded with a data structure defines structural and functional 
interrelationships between the data structure and the computer software and hardware 
components which permit the data structure's functionality to be realized, and is thus statutory. 
Similarly, computer programs claimed as computer listings per se, i.e., the descriptions or 
expressions of the programs are not physical "things." They are neither computer components 
nor statutory processes, as they are not "acts" being performed. Such claimed computer 
programs do not define any structural and functional interrelationships between the computer 
program and other claimed elements of a computer, which permit the computer program's 
functionality to be realized. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2, 4-15, 17, 18, 20-22, 24-41 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
In regard to claims 2 & 20, see applicant's arguments on page 44, paragraph 1 through 

page 55, paragraph 1. 

In regard to claims 4, 5, 21 & 22, see applicant's arguments on page 46, paragraph 2 
through page 47, paragraph 1 . 

In regard to claims 12 & 17, see applicant's arguments on page 45, paragraph 2. 

Claims 25-32 have similar allowable features as the allowable claims noted above. 
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Claims 6-11, 13-15, 18, 24 & 33-41 are dependent upon allowed base claims.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action (note that claim 23 was previously not treated on the merits, and claims 42-45 are 
newly added).
